Blacks W ant Quick 
Rhodesian Takeover 


GENEVA, Switzerland (AP) —« 
Black Rhodesian leaders called today 
for elections that would effectively 
freeze whites out of a two-year interim 
government designed to pave the way 
to black rule. 
White Rhodesian sources said Prime 
Minister Ian Smith reiterated his 
position that the conference’s sole 
purpose was to ratify a plan under 
which whites would lead the interim 
government’s ruling council and head 
the police and army ministries. 
The plan was presented to Smith and 
black leaders last month by Secretary 
of State Henry A. Kissinger. But 
Kissinger and Britain say the plan was

for 
discussion, 
not 
an 
agreement to which the blacks were 
committed. 
Today’s session recessed after 80 
minutes for what its British chairman 
called “ a period of informal con­ 
sultations.”

GREENVILLE, Ohio (AP) - A 
state Suprem e Court ruling that 
permits nonpublic schools to operate 
without meeting minimum state 
educational requirements will be left 
alone by the Darke County prosecutor. 
Prosecutor I-.ee F. Fry announced 
Thursday that he had decided against 
appealing last July’s unanimous ruling 
because of excessive legal costs and 
lack of state assistance. 
"I estimate it (an appeal) would cost 
in excess of $10,000,” Fry said. 
The court overturned the convictions 
of 12 parents who refused to take their 
children out of the Tabernacle 
Christian School between the towns of 
Bradford and Covington in south­ 
western Ohio. 
Religious freedom under the U.S. 
and 
Ohio 
constitutions 
takes 
precedence over standards set by the 
state Board of Education, the court 
said. 
The Rev. I>evi Whisner, the school’s 
founder, 
commented 
Thursday, 
“ We’re rejoicing and glad we don’t 
have to pay any more litigation fees.” 
In its ruling, the Supreme Court said 
religious rights are compromised 
when state standards “ are so com­ 
prehensive in scope as to eradicate the 
distinction between public and non­ 
public education.” 
Dr. Martin Essex, superintendent of 
public instruction, said the ruling 
apparently means the state Board of 
Education must 
prepare 
separate 
standards for religious schools.

“ We have come here to do one thing, 
and that one thing is to work out the 
mechanics for the transfer of power 
from the colonial adm inistrator 
(Britain) to the people of Zimbabwe,” 
said Joshua Nkomo.

The opening conference session 
Thursday was delayed for more than 
two hours while the British chairman, 
Ivor Richard, Britain’s ambassador to 
the United Nations, got his govern­ 
ment to agree to a demand by Nkomo 
and Mugabe that Richard be given 
cabinet rank. 
Nkomo told reporters his side had 
“ gone a long way toward ... getting the 
British to accept their responsibility” 
as the legal sovereign authority in 
Rhodesia. But the British government 
in the past ll years has demonstrated 
that it has neither the military forces 
nor the inclination to whip the Rho­ 
desian whites into line. 
Richard told the opening session the 
conference aims for majority rule in 
Rhodesia within two years, and he said 
all have a duty to work for that goal. 
He read a message from Prime 
Minister Jam es Callaghan which said, 
“ The British objective for Rhodesia is 
an independence which will serve the 
interest and fulfill the aspirations of all 
the peoples of Zimbabwe.” 


WASHINGTON (AP) - U.S. of­ 
ficials say the Ford administration will 
allow the sale of two “ relatively ad­ 
vanced” computer systems to China as 
a symbol of support for the new 
government consolidating its power in 
Peking. 


The Chinese say the first of the $2- 
million Control Data Corp. computers 
will be used to aid in oil exploration. 
The second, to be delivered later, is to 
assist in the detection of earthquakes 
which regularly plague the country, 
the Chinese said.

Ehrlichman 
Starts Term 
In Prison 


SAFFORD, Ariz. (AP) — John D. 
Ehrlichman, highest ranking member 
of the Nixon administration to go to 
jail, will be treated “no better or no 
worse than anyone else" at the Swift 
Trail Federal Prison Camp here, of­ 
ficials say. 


The 51-year-old former No. 2 adviser 
to Richard Nixon spent his first night 
rn a barracks-like dormitory at this 
m inimum-security desert prison. 
There are no bars or fences here, and 
prisoners are called by their names 
instead of wearing numbers. 
One of Ehrlichm an’s daughters 
drove him to the camp at the base of 
10,000-foot Mt. Graham on Thursday, 
after he received judicial permission 
to begin serving sentences for two 
Watergate convictions. 
He had decided not to wait for a 
review of his case by the U.S. Supreme 
Court, which he hopes will reverse the 
convictions. Unless he wins a reversal, 
or his sentence is reduced at the 
discretion of his trial judge, Ehrlicman 
must serve 21* years before parole. 
The balding Ehrlichman, who had 
grown a thick beard in the months 
after the Watergate coverup trial, 
arrived at the prison clean shaven. 
Federal prison rules prohibit beards. 
Camp administrator John Haddin 
said Ehrlichman would be placed in 
the general work pool for two weeks, 
and then given an assignment that 
suits his qualifications. Prison facto­ 
ries make trousers and leather gloves, 
with glove sales reaching $970,000 last 
year. 
Haddin said glove-making is 
a 
“ pretty popular assignm ent here 
because men can earn money at the 
job. The IOO men who make the gloves 
sit at sewing machines to do their 
work.” 
The prison has a few private rooms, 
but most inmates live in dormitories 
with 55 to 60 beds, Haddin said.

A group of Chinese computer experts 
on a recent visit to the United States 
had expressed interest in buying the 
computer, which one U.S. official de­ 
scribed as “ relatively advanced."

Economic Downturn Confirmed 


WASHINGTON

The 
government index designed to predict 
future economic growth declined for 
the second month in a row in Sep­ 
tember, the Commerce Department 
said today, bringing more bad pre­ 
election 
news

ministration. 
The decline in the index of leading 
economic 
indicators 
was 
seventh- 
tenths of a per cent in September, the 
same as in August. It indicates that the 
economic slowdown may continue. 
Economists say they are not certain 
that the index points to an economic 
decline until it has gone down for three 
months in a row. 
But the latest report seems certain 
to raise new questions about the 
strength of the economic recovery,

partment analyst said it wasn’t clear 
from the index whether the decline 
reflected the slowdown in economic 
growth that has already occurred, or 
whether it pointed to a further slow­ 
down in the months ahead. 
Top 
adm inistration 
economic 
spokesmen, already under pressure 
because of the recent unfavorable 
statistics on unemployment and 
economic growth, acknowledged in 
advance that the indicators index 
probably would be down again. 
But they continued to maintain that 
the slowdown in the economy was 
about over and that the economic 
recovery remains basically sound. 
The indicators index, compiled by 
the Commerce Department from other 
statistics, is designed to foreshadow 
future trends in the economy. 
Commerce Department economists 
say the figures aren’t conclusive 
unless they show a similar result of 
three consecutive months. But one 
analyst said the September report was 
certain to raise new questions about 
the strength of the recovery. 
Jimmy Carter’s top economic ad­ 
viser, Lawrence R. Klein, said 
Thursday that the recovery “ definitely 
is in trouble” and that the next 
president will need to take uew actions 
to stimulate the economy next year to 
head off a new recession. 
“ This economy is due to have some 
kind of a slowup by 1978 or 1979 and 
nobody is doing anything about it, 
except for the kinds of policies Gov. 
Carter favors,” he said. 
Alan Greenspan, President Ford’s 
top economic adviser, said Wednesday 
that the economic recovery is not 
running out of steam and predicted 
that a year from now “ we’ll wonder 
what 
all 
the 
fuss 
was 
about.” 
Economic policy is on the right track, 
he added. 
However, Klein told the National 
Press Club Thursday that when 
historians look back on this period they 
will “ decide that the economic policies 
look very poor.” 
He said that “ remedial action” will 
be needed next year and this could 
take the form of tax cuts, or increased 
spending. He also said that in order to 
plan for the future, the administration 
needs to solve the “ mystery” of the 
missing $11.4 billion in budget money 
that was unspent in the first nine 
months of this year. 
In another unfavorable economic 


report, the Commerce Department 
reported Thursday that the nation had 
a trade deficit of $757.7 million in Sep­ 
tember, bringing the total deficit for 
the year to $3.4 billion. The United 
States had a 1975 surplus of about $11 
billion. 
A Commerce Department analyst 
said the chief reason for the big 
deficits this year is that U.S. trading 
partners have not recovered suf­ 
ficiently to create a major demand for 
U.S. goods. 
Defector 
Faces Air 
Piracy Trial 


MUNICH, West Germany (AP) — 
The West German government has 
refused to return a young defector who 
hijacked a Czechoslovak airliner with 
111 persons aboard and probably will 
try him on air 
piracy 
charges, 
authorities said. 
The 
government 
rebuffed 
the 
Communist government’s demand 
that the hijacker be returned im­ 
mediately, and the Ilyushin 18 flew 
back to Prague before dawn today 
without him. 
None of the other 104 passengers or 
six crew members sought asylum, 
police said, and all were aboard the 
four-engine turboprop when it took off 
from the Munich airport. 
Police said the hijacker was named 
Rudolf Becvar and that he was 26. 
Sources in Prague said he was a 
railway worker. 
The plane had loaded at Prague 
Thursday for a flight to eastern 
Czechoslovakia, and Becvar took 
control of it as soon as its engines were 
started, a source at the Prague airport 
reported. 
He was armed with a Russian 
submachine gun and a Czech pistol. It 
was not disclosed how he slipped the 
weapons through the tight security 
checks at the Prague airport. 
Evidently mindful of the killing of 
another Czechoslovak pilot during a 
hijacking four years ago, authorities in 
the Prague control tower told the 
captain to use his own judgment in 
responding to Becvar’s demands. 
The pilot took off nearly five hours 
behind schedule at 9:30 p.m. and 
landed in Munich at 10:58 p.m. Becvar 
immediately surrendered and was 
taken to the airport police station for 
questioning.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Some 1.2 
million veterans attending school 
under the GI Bill will begin getting 
higher 
benefit 
checks, 
starting 
Monday, and the first check will have 
an extra bonus. 
A 
new 
law 
boosts 
veterans’ 
education benefits 8 per cent, effective 
Oct. I. The new benefit checks due in 
the mail Monday also will include the 
higher benefits that were retroactive 
to Oct. I. 
The law also increased from 36 
months to 45 months the eligibility 
time period for undergraduate study; 
previously the extra nine months could 
be used only for graduate study. 
Since men and women who join the 
military after Jan. 31 are not eligible 
for that program, the VA and the 
Pentagon are preparing a new 
program for them. Under the new law, 
men and women joining the military' 
after Dec. 31 may contribute $50 to $75 
monthly from their salaries, up to a 
maximum of $2,700. The VA will match 
that at the rate of $2 for every $1 
contributed, and the total can be used 
for education. 
VA Administrator Richard L. 
Roudebush said that for a single 
veteran attending school full time, the 
new monthly allowance is $292, up $22 
from the previous rate. The new 
monthly rate for veterans enrolled in 
full-time training with one dependent 
is $347, compared with $321; with two 
dependents $396, compared with $366. 
For each dependent above two, the 
rate is $24, up by $2. 
The 8 per cent increase applies to all 
GI Bill training, except flight training, 
which remains the same. 
The new law is estimated to cost $473 
million in this fiscal year, decreasing 
to $68 million in fiscal year 1981. 
Roudebush said that because of the 
priority placed on getting out the GI 
Bill increases, some 16,000 checks that 
veterans enrolled in vocational 
rehabilitation training receive Monday 
will include only the 8 per cent for 
November. The October increase will 
be sent later. 
There is no change in the re­ 
quirement that a veteran use his GI 
Bill benefits within IO years after 
leaving military service or by Dec. 31, 
1989, whichever is earlier. The new bill 
expires in 1989. 
The law permits those who enlist 
before Dec. 31 to come under the old 
program even though they don’t ac­ 
tually begin serving until next year. 
The program for future GIs will be 
administered jointly by the VA and the 
Defense Department, with up to 36 
months of assistance offered. 
Under the law, the VA next June I 


will stop making advance payments at 
the start of the month for those in 
school under the GI Bill. Payment will 
be made at the end of the month in­ 
stead. And advance payment at the 
start of the training will be permitted 
only if the veteran requests and his 
school agrees to follow the law in 
reporting. 
That provision was written into the 
law in light of the millions of dollars 
paid out to veterans under the ad­ 
vancement payments plans that was 
lost because the VA was not informed 
by the veteran or his school that he had 
dropped courses or quit school.

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Hunter-Carney Race 
Could Be Close 


Bob Hope Takes Backward Look At Television 


YOUNGSTOWN, Ohio (A P ) - 
Republican Youngstown Mayor Jack 
C. Hunter is challenging not only 
I>emocratic incumbent Hep. Charles 
J. Carney in Tuesday’s election, but 
also the Mahoning Valley’s tradition of 
voting Democratic. 
The two have squared off in what 
may be an unusually tight race for the 
19th District congressional seat. 
Hunter, however, is an anomaly in 
this industrial and union city of 139,000 
He is serving his fourth term as mayor 
the largest city in the 19th District—a 
feat never accomplished before by a 
mayor of either party. 
That Hunter is not to be taken lightly 
is shown by Carney’s repeated pleas 
for financial support this year to 
conduct his campaign. 
Carney, 63, has the traditional assets 
of a Democratic office holder in the 
district. He is a former staff worker for 
the United Steel Workers and the 
United Rubber Workers. He served in 
the Ohio Senate for 20 years. 
Carney won the congressional seat in 
1970 after beating 12 rivals in the 
Democratic primary. In 1972, he was 
re-elected with a 56 per cent majority, 
and two years ago he coasted in with 78 
per cent of the vote. 
The Youngstown native’s near- 
perfect labor voting record has won 
him a $3,000 political contribution from 


the political arm of the A K I/-CIU. 
Democratic 
party 
ties 
in 
Youngstown, however, have been 
shattered by its 46-year-old mayor. 
Hunter used to be a councilman and a 
bank executive. He was first elected 
mayor in 1969 as a reform candidate 
who promised to clean up the city 
administration’s alleged dealings with 
special interests and organized crime. 
Upon his initial election, Hunter has 
said, 
he 
rebuffed 
attempts 
by 
racketeers to woo him with favors and 
money in return for tolerating vice. 
Organized crime figures may mar 
the district’s reputation, but the most 
serious problem is its industrial base. 
In the 1930s, steelworkers were 
fighting for labor recognition from 
steel companies. Now, both labor and 
management are fighting state and 
federal environmental agencies. 
The steel companies say that en­ 
vironmental regulations will make 
operations so unprofitable that it will 
lead to plant closings and loss of 
thousands of jobs. 
Both Carney and Hunter say they 
don't want the environmental agencies 
to do anything that would endanger 
jobs. 
Meanwhile, one of Hunter’s main 
campaign themes has been to charge 
that Carney has not done enough for 
the district.

Canal Negotiations 
Halted By Judge 


ANCON, C.Z. (AP) - U.S. District 
Court Judge Guthrie F. Crowe has 
ordered President Ford and Secretary 
of State Henry A. Kissinger to suspend 
the negotiations with Panama for a 
new Panama Canal treaty. 
Crowe issued a temporary re­ 
straining order Wednesday in response 
to a petition filed by William R. 
Drummond, chairman of the Canal 
Zone Central tabor Union (AFI/-CIO). 
The judge said he would take the case 
under advisement. 
The petition charged that the 
negotiations threaten to infringe, 
without due process of law, on the 
property or liberty of some 40,000 
Americans living in the Canal Zone or 
otherwise involved in the operation of 
the canal. 
Find Minority 
Enrollment 
On Increase 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Minority 
enrollment in the nation’s colleges and 
universities rose 11.7 per cent between 
1972 and 1974, with major strides in 
private colleges and universities, the 
U.S. Office for Civil Rights announced 
today. 
The government survey showed that 
white enrollment in public institutions 
actually decreased during the two 
years, from 3,986,450 to 3,964,292. 
White enrollment in private schools 
rose modestly from 1,405,862 to 
1,448,368. 
Minority students represented 11.9 
per cent of the total higher education 
enrollment in 1972 and 13.1 per cent in 
1974. 
During the the two-year period, 
black enrollments in private schools 
increased by 27.9 per cent, Spanish- 
surnamed by 105.4 per cent, Asian- 
Americans by 33.7 per cent and 
American Indians by 6.4 per cent, the 
agency said. 
Total minority enrollment in 1974 
as 587,835 in public institutions and 
227,301 bi private institutions. 
Across the board, American Indian 
enrollments were up 2.3 per cent from 
33,919 to 34,692; blacks up 19.2 per cent 
from 489,496 to 539,500; Asian Ameri­ 
cans up 8.7 per cent from 67,662 to 
73,527; and Spanish-surnamed up 20.8 
per cent from 138,631 to 167,417. 
The one exception to the trend was in 
graduate schools, where enrollments 
of Am erican Indians and Asian 
Americans declined over-all. 
In private professional schools, 
American Indian enrollment rose the 
fastest although the actual numbers of 
those students remained small. There 
were 538 Indian students in private 
professional schools in 1974, up 24.2 per 
cent from the 433 bi 1972. 
Tile number of blacks in private 
professional schools increased 7.5 per 
cent, 
from 8,684 to 9,334; 
Asian 
Americans up 4.6 per cent from 2,457 to 
2,569; and Spanish-surnamed up 13.8 
per cent from 2,625 to 2,998. 
Total minority enrollment in law 
schools rose 111 per cent, to 11,103 in 
1974. Total minorities in medical 
schools increased 50 per cent, to 6,119.

The 
statement said Panama will assume 
total responsibly for canal operations 
when the new treaty ends, but since 
then negotiators have not been able to 
agree on how long the new treaty 
should run. 
The United States reportedly wants 
to retain control until the year 2025, 
while Panama wants to take over by 
the end of this century.

Before the Hospital Board members 
requested the Bond Issue to conrtruct 
an addition to the present Berger 
Hospital, a paid study to determine the 
need of such addition was conducted 
and reported 
Partial findings of this paid survey 
were published in the Herald and were 
included rn an account of one of the 
Hospital Board meetings last spring. 
The survey revealed that in order for 
this project to be a feasible one, that 
nine (9) new doctors would have to be 
attracted to and establish practice in 
Circleville. The report further stated 
that at least fifty per cent <50) of the 
people who now go out of town for 
medical care would have to be reduced 
by one half of the number. Who is to 
decide who will go out of town for 
Medical or surgical care? 
Population wise this area does not 
need or warrant this additional 
number of doctors. 
It is a well known and established 
fact that there is a surplus of hospital 
beds today due to the Hill-Burton 
Building 
program 
i A 
Federal 
program-from taxpayer’s money). 
Currently Riverside Hospital and Mt 
Carmel East 
in 
Columbus are 
operating at full capacity, w-hile Grant 
Hospital is operating at eighty <80) per 
cent of capacity. Pickaway County is 
within a 30 mile radius of the 
Metropolitan area of Columbus. Good 
highways for transporting patients are 
readily accessible. 
The fact that two new doctors have 
come to Circleville recently should 
help alleviate the medical situation. 
The psychology of knowing the 
hospital should be kept filled is indeed 
a frightening condition. In this age of 
Medicaid. Medicare and prepaid 
health insurance is there reason to be 
concerned if there wall be more un­ 
necessary procedures or treatments 
performed? 
The 
unnecessary 
procedures are now a major concern to 
the American Medical Association and 
their investigating committee. Today, 
on the national level a very real crisis 
exists rn the Medical care field. 
Is there an accurate justification for 
this proposed addition? In this age of 
specialization care for more rapid 
diagnosis and recovery it would seem 
that every effort should be made to 
secure the best possible care available 
where it has been established. It would 
seem that the taxpayers should be 
completely informed regarding the 
total cost and what it will mean to 
them as individual taxpayers. Should 
this addition be made when specialized 
care is within an hour’s time to a well 
equipped and staffed hospital in 
Columbus.? 
The cost of the space and the 
equipment for one hospital bed today is 
an astounding amount. Could this 
addition be justified if the percentage 
of capacity for 1976 is made public? 
I am in favor of civic progress — but, 
I am not in favor of duplication of 
hospital facilities. Let’s have the whole 
story regarding this Bond issue. The 
taxpayers are now shouldering a 
staggering tax load.

Until two years ago. that is 
exactly how I saw the situation. 
However, over the part two years I 
was on the nursing staff there and my 
mind was definite enlightened. 
Granted babies still make their way 
into the world there, the elderly are 
still nursed back to health, but gone 
are the days when every accident or 
emergency ill patient is transferred. 
With the opening 
of the 
new 
Ancillary wing last January came a 
more conveniently complete facility to 
serve area residents. More complex 
surgical procedures are performed 
and greater diagnostic lab and x-ray 
studies are now common place. 
I think the greatest impression made 
on mv life was the family atmosphere 
at the hospital. Don't get me wrong. 
The 
employees 
are 
top 
notch 
professionals, but they are human and 
they care about each and every patient 
as a person. Many times I’ve heard 
patients say that they received ex­ 
cellent care that they never ex­ 
perienced at larger hospitals. 
You’re probably thinking, “If it’s so 
great, what's the problem?” There are 
rooms too small to move in and some 
doorways are too narrow to allow 
passage of a bed through them. Only a 
few of the rooms have toilets and sinks. 
When a patient needs oxygen, huge 
tanks have to sit in the rooms instead 
of the oxygen being piped in through 
wall units at each patient bed. 
The hospital is kept em aciate, but it 
is still old, dark and dull. (You can only 
“paint up” and “fix up” so many 
tim es.) There is no chapel for patients 
and their fam ilies. Many tim es 
patients have to be in the hall until a 
room is available. Storage space is 
minimal and I could go on, but I think 
you can get the picture.

It is very discouraging to realize that 
thousands of people in American fall 
prey to quackeries even though they 
are constantly warned against them. 
Public Health officials, the Federal 
Drug Administration and personal 
physicians have embarked on cam­ 
paigns to protect the public. 
This is a simple rule of safety. 
Whenever you are tempted to spend 
your hard-earned money for miracle 
drugs, miracle treatments, miracle 
gadgets and equipment for that 
ultimate “miracle cure,” think twice 
and get sound advice from your doctor 
or from the medical society in your 
community. 
Another rule of safety must be to 
remember that whenever a “miracle 
cure” is known to one person or one 
group only, BEWARE. When a new or 
brilliant form of treatment or cure has 
been discovered by responsible men or 
women of science this knowledge is 
distributed without delay to doctors 
and hospitals all over the world. 
In the field of medicine, there is no 


selfish guarding of any discovery or 
cure. So be very suspicious of privately 
owned and privately manufactured 
drugs for the cure of cancer, for the 
cure of leukemia, for the prevention of 
aging, for the cure of all forms of ar­ 
thritis, for the cure of arteriosclerosis 
and many other conditions that are 
still unsolved medical problems. 
Centers for cellular therapy are 
being established in the Caribbean and 
in Mexico. Hundreds of naive hopefuls 
flock to these centers to “delay” their 
aging processes. 
You can be certain that these, and 
other privately owned miracle drugs 
or establishments, are no secret to the 
medical profession. If there were any 
validity to their claims physicians and 
scientists 
would 
be 
eager 
to 
acknowledge faith in them. 
The greatest threat of these false 
claims is that patients tend to delay 
obtaining recognized treatment for 
conditions whose cure depends on 
early scientifically sound forms of 
treatment.

When I was a moppy-haired 
child, I could stand on a busy comer 
and detect the Chalmers from the 
Chandler, and the Moon from both of 
them.

My first car was a Graham-Paige, 
with a silver grille that looked like 
shark’s teeth. It cost $300, third-hand. I 
was 22.

When I turned the engine over, it 
emitted a loud varoom-varoom which 
darkened the neighborhood. 
My old man bought a Hupmobile 
with a rumble seat. He ran it 160,000 
miles. He babied that thing more than 
he did a mother. I was permitted to 
ride in the rumble seat only in the dead 
of winter. 
Who knows how many cars have 
gone to the junkyard since: Virginia 
Lee, 
who 
now 
has 
her 
own 
freewheeling family, was practically 
bom in an old Ford in Virginia. It too 
had labor pains on the way to the 
hospital. The doctor sent a bill for $75, 
which was much too much for 28 
minutes work. He had a seven- 
passenger limousine. 
The automobile I remembered best 
was a Packard-110. It was baby blue. I 
kept it for over IO years, even though 
the right rear fender had been bent out 
of shape by a hit-run driver. The in­ 
justice of it made me so angry, I never 
had it repaired. 
I went to Damariscotta, Main, one 
time to write a magazine article about 
the last of the Down East sages. He 
edited a witty weekly newspaper. I 
marvel at the fact that he paid $900 for 
his house and $1,400 for the car out 
front. 
A Broadway columnist bought a 
gangster’s car. It had bullet-proof 
fenders and two-inch windows. It 
weighed eight tons and got three miles 
to the gallon of gas. 
The columnist’s father died and he 
sent a chauffeur to call on Rabbi 
Stephen Wise. The rabbi, who was also 
a statesman, said, “I have never seen 
so many people turn to look at me as 
when I drove uptown in your car.” Of 
course. No one could understand what 
Wise was doing in the back seat of 
Owney Madden’s automobile. 
In 1972, I bought Kelly a new red 
Lincoln. She argued against it. She 
didn’t want a luxury car. It was a 
waste of money, she said. After one 
week of gliding over the roads, she 
refused to allow me to ride in it. The 
lincoln became her baby. 
Times change. So do cars. We have 
the automobiles, the Arabs have the 
oil. One by one, this family began to 
change to lighter, smaller vehicles. It 
was not something we discussed, 
because all the girls have grown up — 


and God forbid! have wills of their 
own. 
The Charles Frechettes (with eight 
children) have 
a Ford bus. It has 
everything but a coin counter. Charlie 
also buys ancient hacks and tries to 
refurbish them with his growing sons. 
Gayle has a Pinto station wagon. She 
is the cheapest of the group and has 
been known to squeeze a nickel until 
the Indian jumps on the buffalo. If the 
Arabs start an oil embargo, Gayle will 
buy a bicycle. 
Kathi has a green Mustang. It has 
lots of room in the back, but when she

from

Tallahassee, she filled it with so much 
junk that Gayle had to follow with a

While voters in dozens of Ohio 
communities will be asked to approve 
higher municipal income taxes next 
Tuesday, residents of one city are 
trying to reduce their tax and residents 
of another are trying to repeal theirs. 
An estimated 40 communities have 
income tax proposals on their ballots. 
Ohio law permits cities to levy a I per 
cent tax without voter approval. 
But in Tipp City, a Miami County 
village south of Troy, residents 
petitioned to reduce the 0.7 per cent tax 
they have paid since 1971 by 0.2 per­ 
centage points. 
In Scioto County, a group of New 
Boston residents hopes to repeal a I 
per cent tax, the only income tax the 
community of nearly 3,400 has ever 
had. 
Proponents of the 
Tipp City 
reduction argue that the existing tax is 
more than the city of nearly 5,100 
needs. But, City Manager Tim Hansley 
says that overall the city has broken 
even, 
“We collected more than we needed 
in 1974 but less in 1975,” he said. “We 
could probably make a case for in­ 
creasing the tax." 
“Seventy-one per cent of the people 
who pay the withholding tax live 
outside the city,” Hansley said. “It’s a 
smart tax for our ressidents to have 
. . . because we’re a bedroom com­ 


munity and we have a lot of light in­ 
dustry.” 
He estimated the income tax would 
generate $230,000 in revenue this year, 
or more than 40 per cent of the city's 
budget, and that the lower tax would 
take a $60,000 bite from the budget. 
In New Boston, Tax Director Jen­ 
nings Coburn said repeal of the city’s I 
per cent levy would cut 33 per cent 
from the city budget. The tax has 
produced $150,000 this year and Coburn 
said he expects it to bring $200,000 by 
the end of the year. 
“ At a time when cities are finding 
themselves in financial difficulty, ifs 
probably not wise to reduce or repeal 
taxes,” said John Gotherman, general 
counsel for the Ohio Municipal league 
in Columbus. 
Despite the nearly 40 income tax 
proposals on next week's ballot, he 
said “I don’t think we have more 
repeals or reductions on the ballot than 
normal.” 
While “it’s only logical to find from 
time to time people will try to repeal 
taxes,” Gotherman said he does not 
look for a surge of repeal or reduction 
efforts in the future. 
“To some extent, the tax crisis is 
generated somewhat by candidates 
who talk about it. I’m not so sure the 
people are as concerned," he said.

A uto Price 
Hikes Seen 
Last For '77 


WASHINGTON (A P) - The price of 
a typically equipped 1977 U.S.-made 
automobile is up $333 from the 1976 
version, but government officials say 
they foresee no further increases in 
this year’s models. 


The Council on Wage and Price 
Stability, which monitors inflation for 
the federal government, said Wed­ 
nesday that manufacturers are ex­ 
pected to stabilize their income by 
turning out more cars rather than by 
raising prices again. 


The council, after studying con­ 
fidential data from the four largest 
auto manufacturers, reported a 4.1- 
per-cent hike in the price of 1977 
subcompacts, a 6.9-per-cent increase 
in mid-sized cars and an over-all 
average boost of 5.9 per cent. 


In other economic developments 
—General Motors reported record- 
shattering profits in the third quarter, 
reflecting improvement in the national 
economy. 


—The Labor Department announced 
that output per hour of work was up at 
an annual rate of 3.8 per cent last 
quarter, a leveling off. Hourly com­ 
pensation of workers, adjusted for 
inflation, 
rose 
1.2 
per cent, 
the 
smallest gain in five quarters. 


—Liberal economists said the Ford 
administration s sharp cutback 
in 
federal spending during the last 
quarter must share the blame for 
lagging economic growth. Spending 
was $7.6 billion below the budget, but 
administration spokesmen denied any 
direct connection to the slump. But the 
size of the spending cutback took them 
by surprise.

about taste in language. 
Communication outlets of several 
church bodies issued summaries of the 
stands they have taken on various 
questions, along with the stated po­ 
sitions of the candidates. 
Such an analysis in the Lutheran 
Church in Am erica weekly. The 
Lutheran, pointed out that it was 
neither "possible nor desirable” for 
the Church to endorse either candi­ 
date, bit offered the comparison to 
help voters make up their minds.

stressed by various other church 
appraisals of the issues, including 
those by the Roman Catholic bishops, 
the interdenom inational National 
Council of Churches and by a series of 
articles for the Southern Baptist Press.

CIJEVELAN D (A P) — President 
Ford and Jim m y Carter, both aware 
that the election in Ohio may be won or 
lost in Cuyahoga County, have made 
grandstand plays for the vote here. 
Carter, who was to return to Ohio 
today for a rally in Toledo after an 
overnight stay in New York. must win 
big in Cleveland if he is to capture 
Ohio’s 25 electoral votes next Tuesday. 
President Ford hopes to merely hold 
his own in this heavily Democratic city 
while defeating Carter in other popu­ 
lation centers like Columbus and 
Cincinnati which he visited earlier 
Thursday. 
In Cleveland, the President took 
dead aim at the ethnic vote, seeking to 
allay fears over his remark about a 
lack of Soviet domination in Eastern 
Europe.

At his meeting in the White House 
with 
evangelical 
leaders. 
Ford 
declared his "commitment to the 
Christian faith” and that he had a 
"relationship 
with Jesus Christ 
through my church and through my 
daily life.” 
“ Prayer is very important to me,” 
he told leaders of 
the 
National 
Association of Evangelicals and 
National Association of Religious 
Broadcasters. To questions, he also 
discussed ethical issues in various 
national and foreign policy matters. 
Carter, at his later meeting with 
some of the same leaders at a cam­ 
paign stop in Indianapolis, also 
responded to questions, said he clings 
to the "Judeo-Christian ethic,” that he 
prays "many times during the day,” 
and reads the Bible daily. 
" I haven’t missed a day this year,” 
he said. " It ’s a very good way in the 
hectic world of politics to close the 
evening with a quiet prayer and 
reading the Bible.” 
While the religious organizations 
shunned specific endorsements, some 
individual clergymen went all the way, 
coming out for one man or the other.

BEIRUT, lebanon (AF) — Heavy 
fighting broke out in Beirut during the 
night for the first time in the nine-day- 
old cease-fire. The civil war s 57th 
truce was also threatened by fighting 
south of the capital and by the return of 
more 
Palestinians to 
southeast 
lebanon. 


Leftist Moslem and rightwing 
Christian forces in Beirut traded 
grenades and machinegun fire at close 
range all night. Hospital and militia 
.sources reported that more than 45 
persons were killed and 65 wounded, a 
toll comparable to the nightly totals 
before the cease-fire began Ort. 21. 


Each side said it repulsed repeated 
tank and armored-car assaults along 
the front line dividing the city into 
Moslem and Christian sectors. 


A spokesman for the small Arab 
league peacekeeping force said the 
outbreak was a “ serious setback that 
we are trying hard to contain before it 
undermines the whole Arabsponsored 
peace plan to end the lebanese con­ 
flict.” 
More fighting was reported by 
Former President Camille Chamoun, 
the most militant of the Christian 
decision makers. He charged that

WASHINGTON (AP) - Milk powder 
was part of the rations carried by 
Genghis Khan’s 13th-century Mongol 
hordes. 
During World War II, it often ap­ 
peared as a few white globs in clouded 
water. And the Canadian army once 
used frozen milk chunks to supply their 
soldiers. 
Today, scientists are experimenting 
with a heating process that should 
allow milk to be stored for months 
without refrigeration. The process was 
invented in 1942 by Elmer Davis. 
Davis’ process involves a “ free­ 
falling film heater” in which the milk 
is heated to 300 degrees Farenheit for 
one second. It never touches a surface 
hotter than the milk itself and all 
bacteria are killed without giving the 
milk a sometimes unpleasant “ bur­ 
ned” taste.

Jumblatt’s mountain warriors were 
attacking Chamoun s hometown, Deir 
el Kamar, 20 miles southeast of Beirut. 
“ leftists are also form ing into two 
neighboring (’hristian villages, ran­ 
sacking and dynamiting Christian 
homes in what may develop into 
another m assacre,” said Chamoun, 
who appealed to Christian President 
Elias Sarkis to send peacekeeping 
forces to stop the attacks. 
“ If Arab peacekeepers fail to repel 
the attackers, then Syrian intervention 
troops should be called in by the 
president,” (3iamoun said. “ Other­ 
wise we will have another round of 
fullscale war.” 
Syrian President Hafez Assad 
abandoned the Palestinians and leftist 
liebanese Moslems last June and sent 
21,000 troops into lebanon to prevent 
them from overrunning the Christians 
and setting up a radical government. 
But since the Arab summit meeting in 
Cairo earlier this week, the Syrians 


have been cool toward their summer­ 
time allies. 
A spokesman for Palestinian leader 
Yasir Arafat said his forces were 
“ pouring" through Syrian lines into 
southeast lebanon to regain control of 
the bases in the Arkoub region from 
which they raided Israel before the 
start of the civil war 18 months ago. 
A peace plan approved at the Cairo 
summit meeting provides for the 
Palestinians' return to the Arkoub. But 
Christian forces which recently took 
over much of the border region vowed 
they would not permit this, and the 
Palestinian move south raised fears of 
showdown battles. Israel has also said 
it would not let the guerrillas get into 
position to resume raids across the 
border. 
Frightened civilians are fleeing the 
area. Press reports said at least 300 
truckloads of families left the border 
regions for Sidon, the Moslem port 40 
miles north of the frontier, and for 
Beirut, 25 miles north of Sidon.

HONOLULU (AP) — A former 
governor of Hawaii says, in comments 
recorded before his death, that an FBI 
agent warned him about the impend­ 
ing attack on Pearl Harbor a week 
before the Japanese bombing of Dec. 7, 
1941. 


The late Gov. John A. Bums, who at 
the time was a 32-year-old police 
captain in charge of a four-man 
espionage 
bureau, 
makes 
the 
statem ent 
in 
his tape-recorded 
memoirs. 


Bums recorded the tapes in January 
1975, three months before his death, as 
part of a University of Hawaii oral 
history project. They were to be pre­ 
sented today to the University library. 
Bums said that on Dec. 7, 1941, he 
looked out his kitchen window and saw 
Japanese planes overhead. 


"Nothing I can do about it,” Burns 
said on the tape. "It was not unex­ 
pected to me at all, because ... I was 
told by (FBI Agent Robert L.) Shivers 
a week before that we were gonna be 
attacked.” 


Bums said he did not press Shivers, 
who was in charge of the Honolulu 
bureau, about the source of his in­ 
formation. But Bums speculated that 
ifrcame fromthen-FBI Director J. Ed­ 
gar Hoover, who Bums believed was 
informed either by British intelligence 
officers or by sources in Washington 
who had broken the Japanese diplo­ 
matic code. 


Ford, Carter Continue To Exchange Barbs

President Ford’s key aides say he is 
“very close” to capturing the White 
House for the next four years as he 
prepares for his last campaign 
weekend on the road before Tuesday’s 
balloting. 
As Ford stressed his foreign policy 
experience 
Thursday 
night, 
Democratic nominee Jimmy Carter 
was assailing the Republican ad­ 
ministration as being incapable of 
stopping inflation or fighting unem­ 
ployment. 
Ford 
was heading today for 
Milwaukee, St. I/mis and Houston. 
Carter 
was 
to 
campaign 
in 
Philadelphia, St. Ixmis and Toledo, 
Ohio. 
As for the vice presidential can­ 
didates, Republican Sen. Bob Dole was 
on the road today, and Democratic 
Sen. Walter Mondale took the day off. 
In New York on Thursday night, 
Carter asserted that Ford’s ad­ 
ministration was a captive of special 
interest groups, and he said Ford’s ef­ 
forts to portray himself as “the 
champion of the middle class are a 
cruel hoax.” 
In a position paper issued from New 
York, Carter said the Republicans 
"failed to stop inflation because they 
believed that unemployment was the 
cure, because they were afraid to 
stand up to powerful special interests, 
because they have sought to play 
business and labor and agriculture and 
consumers against each other, rather 
than 
seeking 
cooperation, 
un­ 
derstanding and restraint.” 
Carter said his administration would 
aim economic aid programs at areas 


of high unemployment, would more in­ 
tensively enforce antitrust laws and 
would launch an active White House 
effort to hold down inflationary price 
increases in basic industries. 
White House chief of staff Richard 
Cheney said Thursday that Ford is 
“very close” to victory and is over­ 
taking Carter largely because of his 
smooth-running campaign and his 
television blitz. 
Ford apparently has confidence in 
his ability to win California and will 
not return there. But Cheney said that 
as a result of Republican polls, Ford 
will spend part of this final pre-election 
weekend in New York, although he had 
earlier been considered too far behind 
Carter there to merit another visit. 
Ford aides appear pleased with the 
‘‘Jerry 
and Joe 
Shows,” 
paid 
television programs that allow Ford to 
field questions he wants to answer in a 
talk-show format. In those 30-minute 
programs, beamed into key states, 
Ford is lobbed questions by sport­ 
scaster Joe Garagiola. 
Cheney said that foreign policy is 
becoming an increasingly important 
issue and that’s what Ford con­ 
centrated on in the program with 
Garagiola in Cleveland on Thursday 
night. 
"I’ve had the experience of dealing 
with the serious problems in the area 
of foreign policy,” Ford said on the 
show. “I don't think there’s any substi­ 
tute for that kind of experience....” 
He stressed his meetings with Soviet 
Leader Leonid Brezhnev, saying, 
“That experience is sitting across the 
table 
from 
General 
Secretary 
Brezhnev and saying, ‘I don’t agree 
with you. We aren’t going to make that 


kind of a deal.” 
In Cleveland, Ford told an audience 
in an ethnic neighborhood that as long 
as he is president their relatives still 
under Soviet domination will not be 
forgotten. 
Ford didn’t mention the blunder he 
pulled in his second debate with 
Carter, in which he declared that the 
Soviet Union does not dominate its 
Eastern European satellites. But he 
told the crowd Thursday night that 
“the United States as a matter of 
fundamental principle supports the 
aspirations for freedom and national 
independence for the people of Eastern 
Europe and as long as I am president 
of the United States, our great country 
will never recognize or acquiesce in 
the Soviet domination of Eastern Eu­ 
rope.” 
In Cincinnati, Ford announced a 
proposal that he said would help limit 
the spread of nuclear arms around the 
world. And he announced that con­ 
struction of a private uranium enrich­ 
ment plant will begin next year at 
Portsmouth, Ohio. 
But Carter said Ford’s proposal on 
limiting nuclear weapons was “too 
little, too late” and “a short-sighted, 
campaign-inspired attempt to correct 
the timid record of the past.” And 
Carter opposed construction of the 
uranium enrichment plant unless it 
could be shown to be “necessary, safe 
and economical.” 
In Cleveland, Carter said he could 
not promise voters there would be a 
tax cut during his administration, but 
he said such cuts are possible as a re­ 
sult of projecting his proposed 
economic policies. 
"I am very careful not to promise” 


tax cuts, he said He said Wednesday 
that he felt such cuts would be “almost 
inevitable.” 
Dole, campaigning in Oregon on 
Thursday, linked .Soviet domination of 
Eastern European nations with 
Democrats. "I don’t know of any 
Republicans hanging around Potsdam 
or Yalta,” he said. 
Dole is no longer using the term 
“Democrat wars" in referring to 
World War I, World War II, Korea and 
Vietnam. He has, at various times, 
repeated, modified and denied ever 
using the term, which he first used in 
his nationally televised debate with 
Mondale. 


And Dole indicated his threat to talk 
about “Democrat wars" if Democrats 
talk about the Watergate scandals is 
working. "I’ve noticed less talk about 
Watergate in the past few days,” he 
said. 
Independent candidate Eugene 
McCarthy, trying to get on the ballot in 
New York, was to take his case to the 
Supreme Court today. McCarthy was 


ruled off the ballot by New York’s 
highest court because of irregularities 
in his nominating petitions.

Consumption of grains and rice was 
projected in the report at slightly more 
than 1.27 billion tons of 2,204.6 pounds 
each, leaving about 25 million tons of 
new grain for a world reserve next 
June 30. 


“During the 
past 
seven 
years, 
consumption has averaged 12 million 
tons larger than production, with the 
result that stocks have declined,” the 
report said.

Ford Flees From Links To N ix o n Policies

President Ford, contending there is 
a “distinct difference” between his 
administration and that of Richard 
Nixon, is working to put distance 
between himself and his predecessor. 
Ford campaigned Wednesday in 
New Jersey and Pennsylvania and was 
flying to Ohio and Indiana today. 
Democratic nominee Jimmy Carter 
campaigned Wednesday in New York 
and Pennsylvania and declared in 
Pittsburgh that his economic policies 
would make a tax cut “almost inevi­ 
table” in the next four years. 
Ford’s running mate, Sen. Bob Dole, 
apparently under pressure from within 
his own party to back away from his 
debate contention that the wars of this 
century were partisan conflicts, 
changed that statement, then said he 
didn’t change it, and then denied he 
ever said World War I, World War II, 
Korea and Vietnam were “Democrat 
wars.” 
Carter’s running mate, Sen. Walter 
Mondale, was taking today off after a 
swing through Pennsylvania, New 
York, New Jersey and Wert Virginia. 
Ford’s willingness to bring up 
Nixon's name in public marks a 
departure from his previous strategy 
of barely admitting to the existence of 
the resigned former president. 
In the part, when Ford was placed in 
a position where he had to mention 
Nixon, the former president became 
“my predecessor.” Once or twice, 
Nixon was referred to as “Lyndon 
Johnson's successor.” 
But Ford in the part two days has 
used paid television shows beamed to 
voters in several states to contrast his 
administration with that of Nixon and 


to assert that there is a difference 
between the two. 
The Ford television programs are in 
a talk show format in which Ford is 
lobbed friendly questions by sports­ 
caster and supporter Joe Garagiola. 
On Wednesday, Garagiola noted the 
Democrats refer to a "Nixon-Ford 
administration." 
Ford replied that “the average guy 
in the street knows there’s a distinct 
difference” between Nixon and Ford, 
the President said. He said he does not 
get large quantities of mail that link 
him with Nixon, but his mail does 
“hold me accountable” for the state of 
the nation in the past two years. 
And, Ford said, Carter is “running 
against Jerry Ford. He’s not running 
against former President Nixon.” 
On Tuesday, in a broadcast aimed at 
Illinois voters, Ford said the difference 
between him and Nixon was that there 
is “no pomp, there’s no ceremony, 
there’s no dictatorial authority” now. 
Meanwhile, Carter mentioned the 
possibility of a tax cut in a radio in­ 
terview in Pittsburgh when he told a 
questioner that instead of raising taxes 
there is a “much more likely prospect 
of tax reduction in the next four years. 
I believe it is almost inevitable.” 
Asked later if he meant there could 
be a general tax cut, he said, “I would 
say that is true.” 
Carter previously has said he would 
redistribute the tax burden to give tax 
cuts to lower and middle income 
families by closing tax loopholes, 
lowering tax rates and throwing more 
of a burden on upper income tax­ 
payers. 
In a speech Wednesday night, he 
said his plans for cutting unem­ 
ployment, balancing the budget and

He 
said the laws are designed to give the 
two major parties a monopoly on 
American politics. 
McCarthy lost a round in his fight to 
be listed on the New York ballot when 
the state’s highest court ruled that his 
nominating petitions failed to meet 
state requirements.

legislation. Amended Senate Bill 
545, recently enacted by the General 
Assembly regarding alleged work­ 
men’s compensation benefit fraud, 
specifically grants the authority to 
the Ohio Attorney General to conduct 
investigations in this area. In ad­ 
dition, the Attorney General will be 
empowered to convene a special 
grand jury to consider evidence 
coming out of the investigation ac­ 
cording to Shoemaker. 
Shoemaker said, “The Attorney 
General has, at his disposal, the 
services of the Bureau of Criminal 
Investigation, local law enforcement 
agencies and, possibly, the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation." 
Shoemaker remarked that he is 
interested in the most straight­ 
forward, swift and cost-effective 
means of detecting and rooting out 
corruption or fraud in any office of 
state government, and that the At­ 
torney General, as chief law enforce­ 
ment officer of the state, is best 
suited and qualified to conduct an 
impartial investigation of the alleged 
pattern of criminal wrongdoing.

PHILADELPHIA (AP) - The 
political line on Pennsylvania is 
crucial, and it’s still a toss-up in the 
narrowing election .struggle between 
President Ford and Democratic 
challenger Jimmy Carter. 
So important is the nation's third 
largest state, with its bloc of 27 elec­ 
toral votes, that Carter and Ford 
scheduled more time in Pennsylvania 
than anywhere else in the campaign’s 
closing days. Their vice presidential 
running mates also foraged for 
Keystone State votes. 
, 
"We’re neck and neck now,” 
claimed Martin Hamburger, executive 
director of Ford’s drive in a state 
where 
Democrats 
outnumber 
Republicans by 650, OOO out of 5.2 
million registered voters. Only New 
York and California have more voters 
and more electoral votes. 
latest polls show Carter with a 
three-point edge, and Ford still gaining 
from the summer’s 12-point bulge. 
"It’s 
going 
to 
be 
close," 
ac­ 
knowledged Joseph Timilty, Carter’s 
state campaign manager. “There’s no 
question we have more votes than 
Ford in Pennsylvania. But we're not 
running against him at the moment, 
we're running against apathy.” 
Only five times out of 24 elections in 
this century has a candidate won the 
presidency without Pennsylvania’s 
electoral votes. Woodrow Wilson did it 
in 1912 arid 1916, Franklin D. Roosevelt 
in 1932, Harry Truman in 1948 and 
Richard Nixon in 1968 
"Pennsylvania is of paramount 
importance,” Timilty says. “We can 
win the White House without Penn­ 
sylvania but it would make it awfully, 
awfully difficult.” 
Hamburger takes a similar position : 
"Pennsylvania is absolutely crucial to 
Ford. We need this state and also New 
Jersey, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois and 
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Michigan to beat Carter.” 
A low turnout, coupled with leakage 
to independents Eugene McCarthy and 
laster Maddox, could wreck Carter’s 
chances. Democratic state leaders, led 
by Gov. Milton Shapp, are increasing 
get-out-the-vote pitches, particularly 
in the party’s urban strongholds of 
Philadelphia, 
Pittsburgh, 
Erie, 
Scranton, Wilkes-Barre, Allentown 
and Easton. 


Even the million-dollar battle for the 
U.S. Senate, to succeed retiring 
Republican Minority leader Hugh 
Scott, doesn’t seem to have excited the 
public. Polls here also come up nearly 
even between Republican John Heinz, 
spending $2.2 million of his personal 
pickle-and-ketchup 
fortune, 
and 
Democrat William Green, who’s 
hoping to raise about $800,000. 


In contrast, Carter’s Pennsylvania 
campaign is costing $180,000 and 
Ford's $157,000. 
Both presidential candidates plan 
major personal appearances in the 
state as the campaign comes to a 
close.

When a case is worthy of probation and 
probation is granted, the reason it was 
granted should also be made publicly 
known. 
The Courts are open to the public 
scrutiny. The Prosecuting Attorney’s 
office, working closely with the news 
media, can inform the electorate as to 
how and why a certain result happened 
in a criminal case. I propose a public 
information program which will make 
the details of any case available to the 
news media and the public, as well as 
lectures upon request on how our 
judicial systems functions.

is 
plea 
bargaining. With the case load in 
Pickaway County, plea bargaining 
cannot be justified except to save a 
weak case. It is better to negotiate a 
plea of guilty to a lesser offense than 
let a defendant go free because of a 
technicality. Plea bargaining is 
generally a result of improper 
charging. I plan to reduce the number 
of cases in which plea bargaining is 
necessary by becoming personally 
involved in the original charging of 
local crime.

The public has become increasingly 
critical of the judicial system for many 
reasons, but primarily because of their 
feeling that the system is tilted in favor 
of the criminal. This results from a 
long line of Supreme Court decisions 
expanding upon individual rights, but 
at the same time placing unrealistic 
restraints on law enforcement of­ 
ficials. The current Supreme Court has 
begun a retreat from some of these 
decisions which tilt the system back to 
one of fairness for both the individual 
defendant and the rights of the public.

person

performing his duties in a manner 
prescribed by his oath of office and 
making himself available to the public 
to accept criticism as well as praise, 
we can restore this last confidence.

Ifs a put- 
together m ess,” the 76-year-old 
woman said about the book by two 
British journalists. 
One complaint against “The File on 
the Tsar” by Anthony Summers and 
Tom Mangold involves a photograph 
which she finds unflattering. 
Other complaints involve the 
authors’ case. She says all members of 
the royal family — not just the women 
— survived an effort to kill them in 
1918. She has not said how. 
The popular theory about the royal 
family's fate says all were slain in 
Ekaterinberg July 16,1918. But the two 
journalists say they have new evidence 
that only the czar and perhaps his son 
died then. They say the czarina and 
four daughters survived at least six 
months.

Ford has assigned Ohio a “central 
role” in providing fuel needed for 
nuclear power plants 


During a press conference before a

rally 
here 
T hursday, 
President 
Ford localized 
a 
com­ 
prehensive statem ent on nuclear 
policy by emphasizuig that the role of a 
proposed expansion of the Portsmouth, 
Ohio uranium enrichment plant would 
be “critical” to providing nuclear 
power. 


‘‘This plant will assure Ohio a 
central role in providing fuel for 
nuclear plants in the United States and 
around the world.” Ford said during 
his speech. 


Ford announced that the Portsmouth 
plant expansion, which is expected to 
cost $4 4 billion, will mean an ad­ 
ditional 6,000 jobs for Southern Ohio. 
He said he had been assured that 
construction of that project could 
begin early next year. 
Earlier estimates had placed the 
cost at $2.8 million and had forecast 
that the plant would provide an ad­ 
ditional 5,000 jobs during construction. 


Funding for the expansion 
is 
currently stalled in Congress. 
Hie plan had been endorsed by the 
President during the prim aries and 
during the recent televised debates, he 
re-affirmed his committment to the 
plant at Portsmouth 
Currently there are three plants 
processing uranium in the country. 
They are the Goodyear plant at 
Pikeston, near P ortsm outh; Oak 
Ridge, Tenn. and Paducah, Ky. 
The new facility will be an expansion 
of the Pikeston facility. 
Ford continued to press the im­ 
portance his administration would 
place on keeping jobs in Ohio. 
“Ohio needs more jobs like those 
which will be provided by the Port­ 
smouth plant,” he said. 
He noted that B-l bomber parts were 
made in General Electric Co. plants in 
Southern Ohio. 
“ It’s not fair to send pilots out with 
weapons systems which are older than 
they are,” said Ford, whose voice 
som etim es sounded hoarse from 
.shouting to the crowds. 


By 1849, there were 22 iron furnaces 
in operation in the Hanging Rock 
section of southern Ohio, 17 of them hot 
blast and five cold blast furnaces and 
much of their iron production was used 
in the foundries of Cincinnati.—AP

NEW YORK (A P) — Old baseball 
catchers don’t die. they just waste 
away, says Johnny Bench, who figures 
he will be lucky if he reaches his goal 
of wearing the tools of ignorance until 
he’s 32 years old. 
That gives him three more years to 
go. 
“ The life of a catcher rn the majors 
should be about half that of an out­ 
fielder,” the AllStar receiver of the 
champion Cincinnati 
Reds insists. 
“ The body takes a tremendous beat­ 
ing. It just wears out 
“ I look at the records of guys like 
Bill Dickey and Al lopez and wonder 
how they did it Maybe ifs the longer 
seasons now. the air travel and the 
added pressures.” 
Dickey caught 17 years with the New 
York Yankees, starting in 1928. while 
lopez toiled 19 years with Brooklyn. 
Boston and Pittsburgh in the National 


league before finishing up with the 
Cleveland Indians. 
Bench was in New York Thursday to 
receive a sports car from Sport 
Magazine for being voted the Most 
Valuable Player of the 1976 World 
Series After a disappointing season 
because of an ailing shoulder, he 
batted .533 and hit two home runs rn 
the final game in the Reds’ four-game 
sweep of the New York Yankees. 
“ When I broke into the majors in 
1967,1 figured I would be able to catch 
until I was 30," Bench said. “ I thought 
by that time, if I stayed in baseball, I 
would have to look around for a softer 
position. 
“ Now that most of my physical 
problems seem to be clearing up. I 
hope to stay around until I am 32.1 will 
have to make a decision then.” 
Bench was asked if he or Manager 
Sparky Anderson had considered the 


feasibility of moving him to another 
position. 
“ Well, you can eliminate the out­ 
field, shortstop, second base and 
pitching,” Bench replied. “ That leaves 
first base and third. Tony Perez is 
pretty well fixed at first with Dan 
Driessen as a backup, and who’s going 
over to third base and tell Pete Rose I 
want his job. Not me.” 
Bench’s doting mother, Katie, said 
in Oklahoma City during the summer 
that the punishment of catching was 
taking such a toll on her son’s physical 
condition that he should retire in two 
years. 
“ His shoulder is just crushed from 
years of catching—his whole body is 
wearing out.” Mrs. Bench said. “ Ten 
years of catching is like 20 years of 
playing in the outfield.” 
“ I told mom to say that." Johnny 
said with a broad smile when he was 


reminded of the comment. A power­ 
fully looking figure at 6-foot-l and 197 
pounds with an arm like a cannon, the 
Reds’ catcher looks like anything but a 
basket case. 
“ I ’ve had my problems,” Bench 
said, “ but I was really encouraged by 
my comeback in the World Series. I 
am looking forward to a good year in 
1977 and I hope I can play until I am 
32.” 
In December, 1972, Bench un­ 
derwent surgery for a benign lesion on 
his right lung. He has had the normal 
run of injuries for catchers, stubbed 
fingers and cracked knuckles, but his 
miseries seemed to escalate during the 
past year. 
He underwent an operation for a 
cartilage in his left shoulder last 
winter. He suffered a sprained thumb 
on his left hand in spring training and 
got a whack on the back of his hand 
from a foul ball. 
His other shoulder—his right— 
became inflamed early in the season 
from a cartilage and he suffered 
agonizing spasms in his back. It was 
said that surgery might be necessary 
again after this season.

CHARLESTON, W.Va. (AP) - Six 
West Virginia power plants will be 
belching more sulphur oxides into the 
air under a new state Air Pollution 
Control Commission ruling. 
The com m ission approved 3-2 
Wednesday a relaxed set of emission 
standards designed to allow the use of 
high-sulphur northern West Virginia 
coal in state power plants. 
APCC Director Carl Beard blamed 
the action on Ohio’s lower emission 
standards. “I think ifs a capitulation 
to Ohio coal interests and Ohio utili­ 
ties,” he said. 
Gov. Arch A. Moore Jr. had earlier 
called for such a relaxation of air 
quality standards. He m et with 
members of the commission just prior 
to the meeting Wednesday. 
“ He wanted to be sure, I guess, that 
we were going to do it,” said APCC 
Chairman Adonis Hunt. 
Moore had complained that some 
West Virginia power plants were not 
able to burn West Virginia coal, even 
though plants across the Ohio River 
could because of the Buckeye State’s 
standards. 
The move to relax the law was op­ 
posed by Agriculture Commissioner 
Gus D ouglass and state Health 
Director N.H. Dyer, both members of 
the commission. 
“ I don’t quite understand how we 
can approve a concept,” said Dyer 
prior to casting his vote against the 
relaxation. 
APCC Director Carl Beard said the 
action was only temporary, pointing 
out that a complete restructuring of 
the sulphur emission standards would 
be made within the next six to eight 
months.

Radcliff 
I am a career law enforcement of­ 
ficer. Having grown up in a law en­ 
forcement family, I chose to make this 
my profession. Prior to becoming a 
sworn Deputy Sheriff I served without 
pay as the department photographer. 
Having served from September, 1953 
until January of 1961 as a Pickaway 
County Deputy Sheriff, I was then 
elected to and assumed the office of 
Pickaway County Sheriff in 1965, the 
office to which I seek re-election at this 
time. 
More so than ever, law enforcement 
is a profession. I have set certain 
standards and goals concerning policy 
and procedure, which have brought 
much respect to the Pickaway County 
S heriff’s D epartm ent during my 
tenure in office. Hard work based on 
common sense, tempered with fair­ 
ness, has been my goal, and I expect to 
continue this philosophy.

I feel it is time for a change in the 
office of Sheriff of Pickaway County. 
H aving served the citizens of 
Pickaway County as a deputy sheriff 
and Circleville policeman, I found, in 
the field of law enforcement, much 
personal satisfaction. 
I feel any individual who has a love 
for his chosen profession sets certain 
standardsandgoalsto reach for.

I feel I am justly qualified for the 
office of Sheriff.

Never get to 
the point of feeling superior over 
another human being. 
Will you be able to work with other 
elected officials in the County? 
Radcliff 
I have always been able to work 
closely with all elected officials. I am a 
member of the Pickaway County 
Elected Officials Association, and 
have always participated in their 
meetings. My working relationship 
with the Courts, of which I am an of­ 
ficer, will continue in the same 
professional manner as in the past.

Giving service to the citizens of

possible. Seeing that all persons dealt 
with are treated equally, and keeping 
rn mind that no man is above the law 


and no man is below the law, nor do we 
ask any m an's permission when we 
require him to obey the law. I will 
continue to enforce the law equally and 
fairly for everyone’s protection. 
Bost 
I feel treatin g everyone equal 
regardless of their financial status, 
race, color or creed is of utmost im­ 
portance. Promoting the safety of the 
people of Pickaway County is, I feel, 
the most important phase of law en­ 
forcement. For the protection of life 
alone is everything; without life-what 
is law? 
Mr. Bost has been critical of your 
d epartm ental policy on the in­ 
vestigation of accidents and the 
amount of taxpayer dollars spent 
driving to the scene of accidents. 
Would you comment? 
Radcliff 
The policy and procedure of the 
Pickaway County Sheriff’s Depart­ 
ment concerning the investigation of 
accidents is that we shall continue to 
answer all calls for service, regardless 
of their nature, including accidents. 
The issue of the Highway Patrol has 
been brought out and questions 
brought up about the communication 


between the Sheriff’s Department and 
the Highway Patrol. The cooperation 
between all 
police 
agencies in 
Pickaw ay County has also been 
discussed. I have always cooperated 
with the Highway Patrol and many 
tim es my Department has been called 
by the Highway Patrol to assist them, 
which we are always willing to do and 
which we have always done. I have 
received commendations from former 
Colonel Anson B. Cook, former Colonel 
Robert M. Chiaramonte and former 
Colonel Blackstone and from present 
Colonel Adam G. Reiss of the Highway 
Patrol concerning the professionalism 
that the Pickaway County Sheriff’s 
Department has shown. It is a known 
fact that the present strength of the 
Highway Patrol in this State is One 
Hundred and Forty men short of what 
it is authorized. The strength of the

Statem ents have been m ade that 
because of the Sheriff's D epartm ent’s 
involvement rn accident investigation 
in Pickaway County the local Highway 
Patrol Post has lost manpower. To set 
the record straight, the only tune the 
local post had m ore m anpower was 
when there were riots occurring at 
Ohio State University and at the Ohio 
State Penitentiary. At those tim es the 
local Post shared in additional men, as 
did every other 
Post 
surrounding 
Franklin County 
Captain Huffman, 
A stric t No 6 Com m ander, a rankuig 
m em ber of the Ohio Highway Patrol 
shared these views with m e con­ 
cerning the Pickaway County Sheriff’s 
D epartm ent's involvement in accident 
investigation when he stated “ Sheriff, 
we will do everything we can to do 
what we were called upon to do within 
the realm of our jurisdiction, however 
we m ust face it, without your in­ 
volvement in accident investigation, 
the citizens of your county would be the 
ones suffering, as we do not have the 
m anpower to provide additional units 
to this post We are at this tim e one 
hundred forty men short within the 
state.’’ 
As the Chief law enforcem ent officer 
of Pickaway County. I respect the 
needs for service, and will continue to 
respect them by answ ering any and all 
calls tor service, regardless of the 
nature. I shall continue to work closely 
with the Highway Patrol, the City 
Police D epartm ent, and all Village 
Police agencies, as I have in the past 
Concerning the tax dollars spent, I 
will always be providing patrol of the 
entire County, therefore the monies 
>pent 
for 
responding 
to 
accident 
scenes may be very little, as it is a 
known fact that within m inutes we 
have had units at the scene of any type 
situation, taking into consideration 
situ atio n s of em erg e n cie s which 
require im m ediate attention. 
It has been charged that the Sheriff 's 
D epartm ent patrol cars spend too 
m uch tim e on Federal and State High­ 
ways. I would like to state that there 
are m any inhabited homes, as well as 
business establishm ents, on Federal 
and State Highways rn the County 
which require our policing services. It 
is necessary for our patrol cars to use 
the main Federal and State Highways 
as access roads to various different 
points within the County, We are the 
only policing agency who can give the 
home owners and business establish­ 


m ents the full police protection they 
deserve and require, as there is no 
o th er 
agency 
w ith th e 
policing 
authority to service them The Ohio 
Highway Patrol has no authority off 
the roadway, 
unless the property 
concerned is owned by the State of 
Ohio. 
Hie investigation of traffic accidents 
is very necessary, as when the Citizens 
of our Community call us for service, 
we must respond There would be no 
logical reason to take the tim e to see if 
some other agency could do our work 
for us Yes. we need cooperation We 
have received it and have given it, and 
I speak directly of the Ohio Highway 
Patrol, a policing agency limited to 
traffic. Both agencies monitor each 
other and we know what the Highway 
Patrol is doing, as they know what the 
S h e riff's D e p artm en t is doing. I 
d em and a 
pro fessio n al S h eriff's 
D ep artm en t 
for th e 
citizen s of 
Pickaw ay County, just the sam e as the 
State dem ands a professional Ohio 
Highway Patrol. The general public 
m akes calls for service, and the 
agency receiv in g th e call m ust 
lespond and do the job they were 
sworn to do 
It has been charged there are too 
m any Sheriff’s cars on Route 23. 
Please bear in mind that US Route 23 is 
a m ain artery to Chillicothe Correc­ 
tional Institute, as well as to the 
Southern Ohio Correctional Facility at 
Lucasville, Ohio. All Sheriff's cruisers 
in Ohio are m arked in the sam e 
m anner so I am sure that not always 
when a Sheriff’s car is seen is it a 
Pickaw ay County Sheriff’s Patrol car.

m ust 
further 
respond that 
the 
Pickaw ay County Sheriff’s D epart­ 
ment has a contract for police service 
w ith 
th e 
C irclev ille 
Tow nship 
Trustees. US Route 23 runs through 
this area and. to work for the safety of 
the residents and businesses of this 
comm unity it is im perative that our 
patrol cars follow the instructions of 
the Trustees rn checking on hazardous 
conditions which ex ist n ear the 
shopping area South of Circleville, the 
industrial plants, and the heavily 
populated areas on this route. 
You have criticized Sheriff Radcliff 
for the method his department uses to 
investigate traffic accidents. Would 
you please elaborate and explain the 
sources of your information?

First, I would like to say I have not 
criticized the sheriff for the method his 
departm ent uses to investigate traffic 
accidents.

Shoem aker Praised For 
Senior Citizen Support 


COLUMBUS — State Representative Myrl H. Shoemaker < D-88th House District) 
was thanked and commended for his support of senior citizen legislation by 
Governor Jam es A. Rhodes’ Commission on Aging Director.

Shoem aker said that he was 
"especially proud” that his long­ 
standing record of support for the 
elderly was recognized by the Ohio 
Commission on Aging. 
In a Commission on Aging news­ 
letter, which tabulated the votes of 
Ohio legislators on key bills affecting 
senior citizens. Shoem aker was 
recorded as supporting the elderly 
IOO per cent of the time. 
Among the legislation supported

of the Ohio Commission on Aging, 
stated that the Commission was 
“most grateful for your interest and 
support on behalf of Ohio’s older 
citizens.” 
Jams also cited the 111th General 
Assembly for passing more legisla­ 
tion affecting Ohio’s elderly than any 
previous General Assembly.

Chip Taylor Tries 
Nashville Sound 


NASHVILLE, Term. (AP) - He 
started writing country music in that 
mother city of country music: 
Yonkers, a city just north of New York. 
Now Chip Taylor, from that unlikely 
beginning in city where they spell 
“opry” with an “era,” wants to be a 
star performer playing his own music. 
Taylor says he hopes his band, 
‘ Ghost Train,” and his new album, 
‘‘Somebody Shoot Out the Jukebox,” 
will do just that. 
Taylor, 36, co-produced an early 
album of rock star James Taylor, no 
relation, and has written the smash 
hits “Wild Thing,” "Angel of the 
Morning" and “I Can’t Let Go" among 
others. 
He has even dabbled in acting, 
playing roles in two movies. He is the 
younger brother of actor Jon Voight, 
star of "Midnight Cowboy.” 
But Taylor, whose real name is 
Voight, says country music is his first 
love. 
Taylor heard country music for the 
first time at age 9 back in Yonkers. He 
says it “seemed much more sincere. It 
was sad, but there was something I 
loved about its sadness." 
He adopted the name Chip Taylor — 
because he was told Voight was rough 
to pronounce — and began recording 
with his high school group. 
His early career was mostly spent in 
songwriting and producing, two talents 
which served him well. With a partner, 
Al Gorgoni, Taylor produced the 
album “James Taylor and the Flying 
Machine,” an early milestone in the 
latter’s career. 
Chip Taylor also combined with 
Gorgoni to cut a record, "Just Us,” 
and produced a Neil Diamond single, 
"Brooklyn Roads.” 
Taylor has seen several of his songs, 
notably “Wild Thing,” "Angel of the 
Morning” and "I Can’t Let Go,” turn 
into major hits for other performers. 
But Taylor said he had trouble 
getting up the courage to perform his 
songs himself. 
"I was too shy, I was too afraid of the 


camera, too afraid of interviews and 
things like that. I just hid behind my 
writing and my production.” 
But sitting on the sidelines wasn't 
enough, so in 1970, Taylor says, he 
decided 
to 
start 
performing, 
something he’s wanted to do since 
childhood. 
The years since have meant a search 
for a musical identity and no sudden 
surge to fame as a performer. Taylor 
lists among the highlights of his 
performing career so far: release in 
1973 of his own favorite album, “Chip 
Taylor’s Last Chance,” and a suc­ 
cessful tour of Holland late last year. 
Not exactly John Denver-style highs, 
but then maybe this new album. . . . 


Burning Desire 


MIAMI (AP) — Guy De Stefano 
caters to people who have a burning 
desire to get rid of something. For a 
fee, he will see that confidential 
matters are burned to a crisp. 
De Stefano, 61, claims to be the only 
such destroyer in the sprawling 
Miami-Dade County area. 
He started his firm several years 
ago after getting out of the scrap-paper 
business. 
He said he has destroyed everything 
from attorneys’ records and designs 
for clothes and buildings to medical 
formulae and packages of unspecified 
m aterials. Usually he takes the 
material to a county incinerator and 
watches as it’s burned. 
Burning is the only way to make sure 
that anything, especially paper, is 
destroyed, De Stefano said. 
"Shredders only shred to a quarter 
of an inch, and papers could be put 
back together,” he explained. “The 
only true way is to bum it and mix it 
with thousands of other things.”

M inister Reported 
Seeking Arson Deal 


NEW HAVEN, Conn. (AP) — The 
Rev. David Bubar, convicted of con­ 
spiracy in the 1975 fire bombing of a 
sponge rubber plant in nearby Shelton, 
is trying to make a deal with state 
authorities, the Ansonia Evening 
Sentinel reported in a copyrighted 
story Wednesday. 
The Sentinel said Bubar has been 
talking to FBI agents and state of­ 
ficials since last Tuesday concerning 
his role in destruction of Plant 4 of 
Sponge Rubber Products. 
The newspaper quoted a reliable 
source as saying Bubar would seek a 
deal with the state and a possible 
reduction in his 20-year prison term 
imposed last March by U.S. District 
Judge Jon O. Newman. 
Bubar was transferred last week 
from a federal penitentiary in Atlanta, 
Ga., to a state correction center on 
Whalley Avenue and has been meeting 
daily with FBI agents, state detectives 
and other officials. 
Accompanying him has been his new 
attorney, L.G. Hawkins of Tulsa, 
Okla., hired through funds raised by 
Bubar followers in Memphis, Tenn. 
If Bubar agrees to plead guilty and 
testify at pending state trials, he could 
be offered a state sentence no longer 
than and concurrent to his federal 
sentence. 
During his four-month-long federal 
trial, the Methodist minister and self- 
proclaimed psychic cited "religious 
reasons” for his refusal to testify in his 
own defense. 
Bubar, a friend and spiritual adviser 
of the head of Sponge Rubber, was 
convicted Jan. 19 of four federal 
conspiracy counts for his role in the $12 
million fire bombing that eventually 
cost about 850 Sponge Rubber workers 
their jobs. 
He was sentenced March 22 to begin 
serving his 20-year term and will not 
be eligible for parole consideration 
until the fall of 1982. Newman revoked

bail for Bubar pending appeal of his 
conviction. No bail was set for six 
other defendants also convicted of 
being part of the arson plot. 


Charles D. Moeller, president of 
Ohio Decorative Products of Spen­ 
cerville, Ohio, parent firm of Sponge 
Rubber, was acquitted of charges he 
hired Bubar to bum down Plant 4 for 
an insurance payoff. But Protection 
Mutual of Park Ridge, 111., insurer for 
Sponge Rubber, has refused to pay any 
insurance money to Moeller for fire 
and business losses. 


Moeller’s 
attorney, 
Theodore 
Koskoff of Westport, has begun court 
proceedings to try to collect for the 
losses. The case is expected to take 
years to settle.

This Sunday, NBC is airing a 
threehour night of flicks 
called “ Ufe Goes to the 
Movies,” offering clips of 
about 200 films made over a 
36-year span for viewer 
spection.

‘‘‘The G raduate wouldn’t 
have been possible in the 
1930s. There would have been 
riots in the streets.” 
The show is based on and 
has the same title as the 1975 
book about life magazine’s 
often starry-eyed coverage of 
moviedom from 1936, when 
the magazine began, to 1972,

publication. 
The book — and the show’s 
script — were written by 
Richard Schickel, a former 
Life movie critic who several 
seasons ago produced the 
m uch-praised

TV 
series, “Then Men Who Made 
the Movies.” 
S tuart, who coproduced 
“life Goes to the Movies” 
with him and directed it, said 
the show covers four basic 
eras of film — the late 1930s, 
World War II and the postwar 
years, the 1950s through 1963 
and from 1964 through 1972.

Stuart, a thin, wiry veteran 
of movies and television who 
won an Emmy in 1969 for his

TV documentary about the 
1968 elections, doesn't think 
three hours of Sunday night 
movie watching will prove too 
m uch for the television 
viewer. 
The show, to be hosted by 
Henry Fonda, Shirley Mac­ 
laine and Liza Minnelli, isn’t 
coming cheaply. Stuart says 
it’s “probably the most ex­ 
pensive documentary ever 
m ade.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — The Justice 
Department is investigating allegedly 
illegal shipments of handguns and 
rifles from two major U.S. arms 
manufacturers to sporting goods 
dealers in South Africa. 
Chief Assistant U.S. Atty. H. James 
Pickerstein in New Haven, Conn., 
confirmed the investigation of Colt 
Industries Inc. of Hartford and Olin 
Corp., the parent firm of Winchester- 
Western International, of Stamford, 
Conn. 


Pickerstein declined to furnish any 
details of the grand jury investigation. 
Both companies said employes have 
been fired because of the sales and that 
the transactions had been reported to 
the government. The firms deny that 
senior executives knew of the ship­ 
ments in advance. 


The Olm firm said the sales to South 
Africa averaged more than $300,000 a 
year from 1972 through 1975. 
A spokesman for the State Depart­ 
ment’s Office of Munitions Control said 
the agency started the investigation 
last year when it noticed unusually 
large shipments of sporting guns to the 
Canary Islands. Those islands off the 
northwest coast of Africa were one of 
the intermediary points for shipment 
to South Africa. 


“ We got suspicious, because there 
were too damned many elephant guns 
going to the Canary Islands,” said one 
State Department source. “ Being alert 
gentlemen, we realized that you don’t 
shoot canaries with elephant guns.” 


The munitions office said it alerted 
U.S. customs officials about the 
suspicious shipments, and that the 
information was passed on to the 
Justice Department. A State Depart­ 
ment official said the presumption was 
that the guns were being sold to in­ 
dividual white South Africans.

In Indonesia 


JAKARTA, Indonesia (AP) — A 
major earthquake hit the Indonesian 
province of Irian today for the second 
time within five months, missionaries 
in the provincial capital reported. 
There was no immediate word on the 
extent of the damage or whether there 
were any casualties. 
It was the lith major earthquake 
reported in the world this year. 
Irian is the thickly jungled, moun­ 
tainous western half of the island of 
New Guinea. Most of the people are 
primitive tribespeople. 
An official of the Mission Aviation 
Fellowship said he received a 
telephone message that the quake was 
felt in Jayapura, the provincial 
capital, about ll a m. (ll p.m. EDT 
Thursday). 
The message said the center of the 
quake was believed to have been in the 
remote jungle area where a major 
quake last June was reported to have 
killed at least 1,000 people and caused 
heavy damage. 
U.S. government seismographs in 
Golden, Colo., recorded both the quake 
in June and the one today at 7.1 on the 
Richter Scale of quake strength. The 
tremor today registered 7.0 at the 
Uppsala 
(Sweden) 
University 
Seismological Institute and 6.8 at the 
Hong Kong Royal Observatory. 
The Richter Scale is a measurement 
of ground motion as recorded on a 
seismograph. Each increase of one 
whole number means a tenfold in­ 
crease in the strength of the quake. A 
7.0 quake is considered capable of 
serious, widespread damage. 


Power Commission 
Backs Atom Plant 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - The Ohio 
Power Siting Commission staff has 
recommended approval 
of con­ 
struction of two more 
nuclear 
generators at the Davis-Besse site in 
Ottawa County. 


But the recommendation was con­ 
ditional upon Toledo Edison Co. ex­ 
panding its spent fuel storage facilities 
before beginning operation. 


Plans submitted by Toledo Edison 
show space to store 260 fuel assem­ 
blies, but the siting commission staff 
said that is not enough because the 
utility’s plans depend on having fuel 
reprocessing plants available. 


Two of the three reprocessing plants 
in various stages of development will 
not be ready before 1982 and one 
probably will not operate at all, the 
staff said.

In project reports. Public Utilities 
Director Chuck Taylor reported the 
general contract with the new sewage 
treatment plant is 80 per cent com­ 
plete. The sludge conditioning contract 
with Zunpro is 44 per cent complete, 
and the heating and ventilation con­ 
tract with J. A. Guy is 85 per cent 
complete. The American Electrical 
contract is 75 per cent complete. The 
new elevated storage tank is 95 per 
cent complete, with the only remaining 
item before completion being the 
proper shading of the paint on the tank. 
Contract IS, the Hargus Creek in­ 
terceptor sewer, should be started 
within the week, pending an okay to be 
given by the EPA in Chicago, Illinois. 
Contract number 2, which concerns the 
connection of the old water plant with 
the new, is 60 per cent complete. 
In the Hazen and Sawyer federal 
court case, no decision has been 
reached on a change of venue. The 
case involves disputed engineering 
fees charged to the city of Circleville 
by the Hazen and Sawyer engineering 
firm. The case is currently being heard 
in federal court in New York, and city 
officials are seeking a change of venue 
to federal court in Columbus. 
With the agenda completed, the 
meeting was adjourned at 8:15 p m. 


License Plate 
Revenues Sent To 
Pickaw ay County 


COLUMBUS — Governor James A. 
Rhodes 
today 
announced 
that 
warrants totalling $6,803.51 have been 
mailed to the Pickaway County 
Auditor’s Office, for distribution 
among local taxing districts within the 
county. 
Governor Rhodes said the current 
payment is a fourth installment of 1976 
license plate revenues, and brings the 
total amount returned to Pickaway 
County this year to $828,873.95. 
He explained that all license plate 
fees collected by the Bureau of Motor 
Vehicles are deposited in the State 
Treasury, and then re-distributed 
among county and local governments 
on a dollars-per-vehicle basis to help 
pay for local road repairs and bridge 
maintenance. 
Until this year, Rhodes noted, 
license plate fees were returned to 
local governments on a quarterly 
basis. Since this distribution method 
was causing cash-flow problems at the 
local level, Rhodes said he asked BMV 
Registrar Curtis Andrews to change to 
the current monthly payout system; 
which has greatly speeded the return 
of badly-needed revenues to county 
engineers and city officials.
